X. WO-A-94/10589 is considered the prior art closest to 
the subject matter of Claim 1. That document 
discloses a method of producing a dielectric 
multilayered reflective coating (see abstract), the 
method involving the following steps: 

- preparing at least two dielectric layers of 
predetermined thickness, and arranging the layers 
one above the other to form a layered stack (see 
Figure 1 and page 14, lines 4 to 10); and 

- reducing the thickness of the layered stack and 
hence the thickness of the individual layers by 
deforming the layered stack whilst retaining the 
mutual layer thickness ratios (see page 9, lines 24 
to 34, and page 10 f lines 20 to 38; see also page 4, 
lines 19 to 38 r and page 8, lines 17 to 23); 

the layered stack, before deformation, being 
arranged between two carrier layers (page 14, lines 
11 to 20) and at least one carrier layer being 
formed from a plurality of individual layers (page 
11, lines 18 and 19, and page 19, lines 30 and 31).

The subject: matter of Claim 1 differs from this 

prior arc in -hat the individual layers of the 

carrier layer are gradually arranged on or melted 

onto a preceding individual layer, in each case 
following a partial deformation process. 

None of the prior art documents suggests anything 
leading to these features, by means of which the 
total sandwich block consisting of dielectric layers 
and carrier layers is built up successively, the 
handling of the sandwich block during the partial 
deformation processes being simplified; see page 10 
of the description, first and second paragraphs and 
table. 

Therefore the subject matter of Claim 1 meets the 
requirements of PCT Article 33(1).
